The  declaration  of  martial  l.nv   in  this 
capital  anil  the  restrictions  placed  upon  the 

press,  rentier  ii  .inadvisable  for  us  to  ex- 
press any  opinion  at  this  moment  upon  the 
extraordinary  events  of  the  past  week  The 
fact  that  this  journal  has  no  connection 
whatever  with  any  of  the  political  elements 
of  the  country,  or  thai  it  is  simply  a  repre- 
sentative of  important  commercial  interests, 
is  not  acceptetl  by  the  authorities  as  a 
sufficient  reason  why  the  repressive  meas- 
ures enforced  against  the  native  pass 
should  not  be  extended  to  ourselves.  Were 
we  to  commend  the  government  in  what  it 
has  done,  as  a  few  subsidized  journals  are 
doing)  our  editorial  comments  would  un- 
doubtedly be  heartil)  welcomed  ;  we  prefer, 
however,' the  silence  imposed  by  despotic 
lone.  On  matters  relating  to  commerce 
and  investment  we  shall  continue  to  exer- 
cise our  right  of  discussion  in  the  interests 
of  the  thousands  of  foreigners  and  the 
millions  of  foreign"  capital  concerned 


The  decree  of  the  Deodoro  government 
in  regard  to  the  lease  of  the  state  railways. 
ii  is  to  be  feared,  will  gain  nothing  by  the 
precipitation  with  which  it  has  been  pro- 
mulgated, W'c  have  already  advocated 
this  measure  in  these  columns,  in  the 
interests  both  of  the  government  and  ol 
the  public.  The  recent  suspension  of  con- 
stitutional government  and  the  uncertainties 
of  the  future,  however,  will  make  it  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  for  the  government  to 
find  any  responsible  lessees  for  the  roads. 
The  Central  railway  is  a  most  valuable 
property  and  injgood  hands  would  yield  a 
handsome  profit  even  at  rates  much  below 
those  now  ruling.  The  requirement,  how- 
ever, that  one  halt  the  rental  for  a  period 
of  years  (33  at  the  maximum)  shall  be  paid 
in  advance,  will  certainly  defeat  the  meas- 
ure, for  there  is  not  available  capital  in  the 
country  for  this,  and  foreign  capitalists  will 
not  even  think  of  the  risk.  If  Minister 
Lucena  will  modify  his  demands  in  this 
respect  to  one  half  the  annual  rental,  he 
may  find  offers  on  fair  terms  as  soon  as 
the  situation  inspires  confidence  M  the 
present  moment,  however,  it  will  be  useless 
to  seek  capital  abroad,  much  less  to  expect 
the  advance  which  the  minister  requires. 


THE   COUP  D'ETAT. 

We  gave  in  our  last  issue  the  two  decrees 
of  the  President  dissolving  Congress  and 
declaring  martial  law  in  this  capital.  The 
manifesto  accompanying  these  decrees, 
which  was  published  on  the  morning  of  the 
4th,  is  as  follows:

When  on  November  15th,  1889,  there  foil  to  ma 
the  honor  of  assuming  the  supreme  direction  of  the 
government  ol  the  republic,  in  virtue  of  the  solemn 
proclamation  of  the  army  and  navy,  as  the  high 
depositaries  of  the  national  will,  my  first  aire  was 
tu  organise  the  internal  administration  of  the 
country  in  accord  with  the  new  democratic  system 
and  prepare  the  people  fur  the  exercise  of  the  sov- 
ereign (acuity  ol  electing  their  legitimate  represen- 
lalives,  to  whom  would  be  committed  llie  mission 
iif  discussing,  amending  and  approving  the  consti- 
tution, which  il  was  my  firm  purpose  to  decree, 
even  before  the  exphation  of  the  revolutionary 
period,  as  an  experiment  in  fitting  the  country  for 
constitutional  life.  The  provisional  government 
provided,  by  all  the  means  within  its  reach,  that 
the  elections  to  be  held  should  take  place  in  the 
most  perfect  tranquillity,  guaranteed  by  absolute 
liberty  in  voting.  The  nation  was  convoked  not 
only  to  elect  ils'iiumediale  representatives  to  ;i  new 
legislative  assembly  ;  il  was  required  to  approve  or 
disapprove,  in  a  solemn  and  sovereign  manner,  of 
the  work  of  the  revolution,  that  is,  the  Republic. 

This  important  object  was  accomplished,  and 
lirazil  and  the  world  were  enabled  to  see  that  the 
republic  was  the  onlv  form  of  government  com- 
patible with  free  America. 

The  Constituent  Assembly,  having  met  on  the 
1 51  h  of  November,  1890,  the  nation  proceeded  to 
provide  lor  ils  definite  political  organization,  ac- 
cepting as  a  basis  lor  iis  labors  the  constitution  by 
mc  decreed  ami  pronutlgalcd  on  the  23rd  of  lime 
or  that  year.  In  tin-  document  I  sough  1  to  affirm 
nil  my  love  for  the  grandeur  of  liberty,  and  all  my 
respect  lor  the  majesty  of  right,  adopting  the 
fetteralive  form  of  govern  men  I,  llie  division,  har- 
mony and  independence  of  political  powers,  the 
extents  and  limits  of  their  different  faculties,  the 
light,  and  duties  of  Brazilian  citizens  as  well  as  the 
constitultonal  guarantees  on  which  depends  general 
concord  in  maintaining  order  and  the  general 
security  of  the  nation. 

This  work,  in  the  opinion  of  the  constituent  con- 
gress, required  to  be  completely  recast  and  trans- 
former.],  and  thai  body  claimed  not  only  the  right 
to  make  the  additions  consistent  with  the  progress 
of  modern  science  and  democracy,   but  also  that   of 

diil  no!  belong  to  it,  ol  the  government  and  admin- 
istration of  the  country. 

The  ialter  attempt,  which,  had  ii  been  successful, 
would  have  endangered  general  security  and  caused 
a  profound  shock  to  established  order  with  regard 
to  acquired  rights,  and  to  the  acls  inherent  lo  ihe 
industrial  and  economic  constitution  of  the  country, 
did  not,  however,  succeed,  and  111  Ihe  coitsiiment 
congress  thereat  once  began  to  form  radical  and 
unconciliatory  groups  that  endeavored  lo  insert  m 
ihe  constitution  ideas  and  principles  that  would 
have    transferred   m  the   legislative  branch   of  ihe 
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I  waited  calmly  during  the  long  incubation  ol 
this  work,  bristling  with  dangers  that  accumulated 
in  proportion  to  ihe  progress  made  by  reactionary 

spirit  of  abstruse  philosophic  sects  and  by  innova- 
lions  and  tilop las  in  penetrably  the  organism  in- 
lender!  lor  the  work  of  practical  good  sense,  defined 
by  the  great  ideas  of  liberty,  righl,  justice  and 
older. 

At  the  authority  to  be  wielded  by  ihe  ['resident 
nfihe  republic  were  aimed  the  heaviest  blows,  be- 
cause it  was  believed  that  the  diciatoi  who  had  est- 
ablished the    republic    without    bloodshed   and    had 

plotting  lo  change  into  a  dictatorship  the  office  of 
president. 

An  tiller  mistake,  an  error  and  injustice  of  man- 
kind in  passing  judgment  upon  llie  victims  chosen 
by  fate,  or  by  Providence,  Tor  the  realisation  of 
a  woik  of  grandeur  and  of  sacrifice! 

In  rnpid  synthesis  I  will  recall  the  work  of  ihe 
dictatorship  and  point  out  the  object .  ol  my 
ambition. 

Calm  and  serene,  I  kepi  before  my  eyes  the 
image  of  our  country,  reminding  me  that  vengeance, 
iipmession  and  tyranny  would  diminish  the  gener- 
■  ■Lilv  of  the  revolution  and  divide  into  hostile 
l.ieti'ons,  dilacerated  and  diminished  by  civil  war,  a 
nation  thai  on  the  Klh  ol  Novembei  behaved  as  il 
i,  were  a  single  family. 

Few  measures  for  general  security  were  adopted 
with  reference  lo  persons  exposed  lo  the  risk  of 
being  victims  of  popular  vengeance  and  prejudices, 
or  likely  to  conspire  against  accomplished  lacts, 
Even  liberty  of  the  press,  which  among  us  is  the 
instilulion  having  llie  widest  range,  suffered  little 
from  exceptional  laws  decreed  by  the  force  ol  cir- 
cumstances. The  right  of  meeting  was  not  res 
tricied,  and  bolh  old  and  new  political  opinions 
enjoyed  the  utmost  liberty  whenever  the  people 
were  culled  upon  to  exercise  their  sovereign  rights. 
['his  normal  situation  it]  the  midst  ol  a  revolm 
lion  attracted  to  our  country  the  general  confidence 
of  ihe  industrial  and  financial  world,  and  in  a  tew 
months  capital  and  association  completely  trans- 
humeri  in  an  economic  sense  ihe  whole  (ace  of 
Brazil. 

At  the  same  time  we  effected  all  the  reforms 
which  for  so  many  years  had  been  the  object  of 
universal  longing,  not  to  mention  ■those  naturally 
flowing  from  llie  new  form  of  government  which 
we  had  adopted  and  which  in  a  short  lime  assure! 
us  tlie  prestige  of  a  disciplined  people  under  a 
constitutional  form. 

Finally,  public  order  and  tranquillity  essential  to 
the  vitality  of  the  institutions  ami  to  the  fecunda- 
tion ol  progress  in  all  the  manifestations  of  human 
activity  were  maintained  without  the  slightest 
violence,  such  is  the  love  of  Brazilians  for  the 
inestimable  blessings  of  peace. 


And  yet,  as  if  all  this  work,  which  is  the  glory  of 
the  class  to  which  I  tint  proved  to  belong,  did  nol 
Constitute  a  sacred  patrimony  and  for  hislory  and 
democracy  a  tille  to  honor  and  applause,  il  so  hap- 
pened lhat  the  constituent  congress  in  closing  its 
labors  with  the  election  of  the  President  of  the 
republic,  sought  to  display  its  disapproval  of  Our 
pacific  victory,  rousing  against  me  the  spirit  ol 
faction.  1  awaiied  events  with  the  impeilurable 
calm  of  one  who  knows  that  he  has  already  received 
his  highest  reward  in  the  applause  with  which  the 
world  hailed  the  completion  of  republican  America. 

However,  the  leave  nof  (actions  passions  and 
indiscipline  slill  remained,  and  the  country,  hail 
il  not  been  assured  of  the  support  of  ihe  conserva- 
tive classes,  which  have  aiiled  me  so  much  in  the 
defence  of  the  new  institutions,  would  certainly  have 
witnessed  Ihe  most  deplorable  scenes  of  anarchy 
and  reacuon. 

Matters,  however,  grew  worse,  so  as  lo  make  us 
lose  faith  in  our  bloodless  victories,  when  the  con 
stituent  assembly,  now  thoroughly  imbued  with 
hale  and  passion,  began  ils  work  as  an  ordinary 
legislature.  Since  then  the  country  has  had  to  lace 
the  greatest  dangers,  and  not  only  has  faith  in  the 
new-born  republican  institutions  grown  lukewarm 
with  Ihe  near  prospeel  of  anarchy,  hut  also,  and 
this  is  extremely  serious,  under  the  shelter  of  this 
lamentable  ami  deleterious  work,  the  adherents  of 
the  former  institutions  or  ihe  country  endeavored 
to  raise  the  banner  of  restoration. 

The  moment  chosen  for  this  crime  is  very  op. 
portune,  as  I  shall  proceed  to  demonstrate  after 
having  reviewed  some  of  the  salient  circumstances 
ol    wlial    lia-    occurred   between    Congress  and   the 

Kverynne  who  has  kept  informed  111  regard  to 
public  .affair1,  has  observed  that  Congress,  as  soon 
as  it  began  ils  work  as  an  ordinary  legislature,  as- 
sumed .m  altitude  entirely  hostile  to  the  President 
of  the  republic  and  his  ministers.  This  conduct 
which  was  inspired  by  disrespect  for  the  constitu- 
tion voted  produced  at  once  a  complete  adulteration 
of  the  institutions  of  the  country  founded  on  Ihe 
system  of  a  presidential  republic  and  entirely  con- 
trary m  the  usages  of  parliamentary  government. 

dins  fact,  which  painfully  surprised  the  country, 
is  demonstrated  by  the  manner  in  which,  contrary 
to  An.  50  of  the  constitution,  the  two  clumbers 
were  led  to  pass  a  bill  in  winch  ministerial  func- 
tions, only  incompatible  with  others  bom  the  un- 
declared absolutely  incompatible,  so  as  to  force 
some  of  the  present  ministers  to  resign  life-tenure 
offices  which  they  held  in  ihe  judiciary  and  to  de- 
prive me  of  the  faculty,  conferred  upon  me  by 
Art.  34S  $  2  of  the  constitution,  to  freely  appoint 
and  dismiss  ministers  of  state. 

Deprived  of  parliamentary  usages  thai  made  and 
unmade  cahineis  by  voting  motions  of  confidence, 
Congress,  had  recourse  to  the  summary  process  of 
factious  laws,  decreed  without  reflection,  from 
which  resulted  substantially  a  return  to  that 
system  condemned  by  Us  1   -a  -ret. 

Soon  alter,  [lie  Senate,  on  pretext  of  performing 
the  duly,  appertaining  to  1'.,  of  confirming  the 
appointments  of  judges  of  the  Supreme  Conn, 
startled  the  country  with  a  secret  session,  causing 
the  constei  nation  which  is  always  felt  luring  grave 
poliocal  movements  and  which  is  so  detrimental  to 
the  interests  of  the  nation.  And  all  this  display 
had  no  other  object  than  to  expose  the  President  tl> 
the  disgrace  of  a  moral  defeat,  since  those  appoint- 

government,  were  not  subject  to  that  constitutional 

lu  the  Chamber  the  same  tendencies  towards 
parliament! y  government,  the  same  itching  for 
unconstitutional  legislation  ruled  from  the  begin, 
mug  the  faciious  majorities  formed  of  the  accretion 
of  thwarted  interests. 

The  opponents  of  the  government  thought  they 
could  inflict  a  defeat  on  the  mini-teis  in  ihe  election 
of  officers  and  committees  of  the  two  houses  by  the 
means  employed  ill  the  parliaments  of  the  monar- 
chy, thai  is,  by  re-electing  person-  taken  almost 
wholly  from  the  ranks  of  irreconcilable   enemies   ol 


ent. 


I'he  ministers,  however,  faithful  to  ihe  letter  of 
the  constitution,  neither  solicited  support  nor  con- 
ami  offices  of  the  two  houses,  knowing  that  they 
possessed  and  still  possess  my  entire  confidence, 
and  that  n  is  the  ['resident  ol  the  republic  who  is 
responsible  for  the  acts  of  the  government. 

Some  of  ihe  deputies  were  nol  satisfied  with  the 
policy  which  illustrious  governors  by  me  appointed, 
patriots  of  aekowledgerl  moral  worth,  had  adopted 
in  the  direction  of  public  affairs.  To  free  them- 
selves from  tins  obstacle  to  their  plans  they  had 
onlv  to  mute  with   the  opposition   in  the   Chamber 

constiiulion,    which    confers  upon    the    government 
the  right  lo  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  the    state-   as 

Frequently  the  administrative  aciion  of  llie  gov- 
ernment has  been  hampered,  and,  I  may  say,  en- 
lirely  suspended  by  the  panic  caused  In  the  public 
by  certain  reactionary  bills. 

'thus  it  is  the  government's  place  to  provide  for 
a  general  system  of  means  ol  communication  by 
making  the  necessary  contracts,  ibis  being  admin- 
istrative work  which  cannot  he  done  bv  Congress, 
whose  duty,  in  accord  willl  ihe  constiiulion,  is 
merely  to  establish  general  conditions  and  vote  the 

Notwithstanding  the  constitution  and  other  rules 
that  nuli mental  in  administrative  science,  the 
Chamber  frequently  attempted  lo  absorb  the  limited 
faculties  of  the  government,  sometimes  originating 
special  causistic  legislation  for  the  purpose  ol 
annulling  grants  made,  and  in  executing  ami  some- 
times asking  for  information  in  language  libellous 
to  administrative  morality. 

The  only  purpose  of  these  manoeuvres  was  to 
la vor  thwarted  interests,  but  those  of  the  public 
suffered  great  detriment  from  the  impression  pro- 
duced that  the  government  lacked  authority  for 
making  definite  contracts  for  establishing  means  of 
communication  and  for  other  services. 

Nothing  could  more  completely  check  the  devel- 
opment of  our  industrial  progress  than  this  political 
manoeuvre;  the  country  well  knows  lhat  any 
legislative  action  to  this  effect  is  unconstitutional 
and,  consequently,  impracticable;  but  material 
interests  thai  rest    upon   capital    are,    as    a    rule, 


j  timid,  and  at  the  first   hostile    movement   of  the 
;  legislature    ngainsi    the   government  they   change 
iheir  course  and  withdraw  from   Ihe   objects  which 
they  had  pursued, 
j       The  same    lactic*    were  employed    in    regard    lo 
1  perfected  contract*  made  In  conformity  with    the 
j  laws  of   the   country,  often    relating   to   important 
I  interests  ol  an  industrial  and  economic  nature,  or  to 
1  llie  just  claims  of  public  health. 
I      In  Congress  there  would  be  immediately    raised 
I  an  outcry,  that  was  by  no  means  an   edifying   ex- 
ample of  our  political   education,   and  there  is  no 
1  invective  that  was  not   hurled   at   the   government 
and  its  immediate  agents.     And,  as  a  complement 
to  this,  reactionary  bills  of  a  specific    nature  would 
be  introduced,  curtailing  or  annulling  faculties  of 
the  municipal  council  or  the  government. 

Extending  its  aciion  in  every  direction,  the 
legislative  government  of  the  Chamber  did  not 
spare  in  its  thirst  for  self-aggrandisement  the 
municipal  authority  of  the  federal  district,  and  the 
bill  011  the  point  of  beinti  definitely  adopted  is  full 
of  delects  and  attacks  the  civil  and  political  rights 
of  Brazilian  citizens,  widening  or  restricting  the 
principle  of  incompatibility,  according  to  the 
persons  thai  Congress  wished  to  condemn  or  favor. 
Finally,  the  authors  of  this  bill,  with  a  view  to 
establish  local  self-government  went,  so  to  speak, 
to  the  extreme  of  separating  the  federal  district  from 
the  national  lerruonty,  severing  ail  its  political  ties 
and  affinities  with  other  authorities  recognized  by 
the  constitution.  On  one  hand  this  law  was  an 
embodiment  of  personal  interests;  on  the  other  there 
prevailed  the  idea,  with  which  Congress  was  con- 
stantly absorbed,  of  placing  ihe  President  in  a 
secondary  position;  and  in  the  eyes  of  Congress  the 
President  was  not  the  political  abstraction  of 
which  the  law  takes  cognizance,  but  the  present 
head  of  ihe  government. 

Among  the  serious  occurrences  appears  the  law 
tor  [lie  impeachment  ( respons.ibihaade)  of  the 
President  of  the  republic.  This  law,  hurriedly 
initialed  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  legislative 
session,  debated  with  precipitation,  false  as  respects 
the  principle  of  criminal  science,  odious,  for  il  was 
expressly  directed  against  the  present  President 
of  the  republic,  tainted  by  casuistry  that  lowers  the 
morality  of  the  sovereign  powers  of  the  nation,  was 
certainly  not  a  monument  that  should  figure  in  our 
archives,  as  attesting  the  wisdom  and  foresight  ol 
the  legislator,  it  was  the  fruit  of  slightly  disguis- 
ed rancour,  which,  were  it  to  prevail,  would 
withdraw  from  the  person  of  the  first  magistrate  of 
the  nation  that  degree  of  respect  and  prestige 
which  are  essential  to  the  noble  and  worthy 
exercise  of  his  high  charge. 

A  recent  disagreement  between  myself  and 
Congress  occurred,  slill  and  always  in  the  unbend- 
ing 'defense  of  the  constitution,  to  which  1  have 
devoted  myself.  I  refused  sanction  to  ihe  project 
lhat  rendered  absolute  incompatibilities  as  regards 
ministers  of  states  ;  I  placed  myself  on  the  side 
of  political  liberty,  and  1  opposed  the  reforms  to 
the  constitution,  beyond  such  as  were  within  the 
limits  by  it  established  in  Art.  90.  The  Senate, 
where  the  project  had  its  initiative,  as  soon  as  it 
learned  of  the  presidential  veto,  raised  a  violent 
tempest  in  its  debates.  My  act,  unconstituionally 
submitty  to  the  procedure  established  by  the 
constitution,  was  approved,  for  there  was  not 
secured  a  two-thirds  vote  against  the  veto,  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  Art.  37,  §  5.  An  insolent 
doubt  was  suggested  against  the  legality  ol  the 
vote  of  one  ol  ihe  senators,  who  supporte  1  the 
veto;  and,  by  a  misdirection  of  the  legal  practice  of 
llie  parliament,  accompanied  by  ihe  most  flagrant 
violation  of  parliamentary  prerogatives,  the  vote  of 
the  senator  in  question  was  declared  nullified,  in 
this  manner  the  opponents  to  the  veto  securing  a 
ridiculous  victory. 

The  tone  arrived  for  the  Chamber  to  declare 
itself,  and  its  illustrious  president,  using  the  pre- 
rogatives that  belonged  to  him  through  the  by-laws, 
concluded  lhat  be  could  not  include  this  business 
in  "order  of  ihe  day;  "  beyond  other  motives  of 
political  propriety,  relative  to  that  harmony  neces- 
sary among  the  authorities,  he  was  profoundly 
convinced  of  the  unconstitutionality,  under  the 
terms  of  Art.  40  of  the  donslltution,  of  re-opening 
ihe  debate  upon  a  |  roject,  not  sanctioned,  during 
the  same  session  in  which  this  act  occurred.  A 
factious  majority  was  formed  to  impose  upon  the 
president  a  violation  of  the  constiiulion,  m  defy- 
ing lum,  notwithstanding  the  by-laws,  and  it  was 
decided  lhat  a  vetoed  project  could  be  debated. 
The  president  resisted;  ihe  Chamber  insisted. 
The  president  resigned,  the  Chamber  reinstated 
him,  but  he  reserved  the  right  of  reluming  to  his 
post  only  after  a  new  election.  The  Chamber 
accepted  this  solution,  the  better  to  show  ils 
revolutionary  attitude,  and  in  his  place  sealed 
a  partisan  of  ihe  opposition. 

The  President  ol  ihe  republic,  therefore,  was 
liable  to  .see  his  act  annulled  by  an  infraction  of 
legal  and  constitutional  precepts;  and,  in  con- 
sequence, the  supreme  authority  of  the  chief  of 
State  reduced  to  the  condition  of  a  mere  plaything 
ol  political  indiscipline. 

Had  the  Chamber  desired,  in  this  question,  lo 
proceed  with  the  circumspection  which  the  case 
demanded,  ignoring  caprices,  it  would  have  availed 
of  a  procedure  perfectly  constitutional,  which 
conciliates  everything,  in  leaving  the  principle  of 
authority  invested,  with  that  moral  integrity  which 
it  so  much  requires.  The  process  was  that  of 
initiating  a  law  interpreting  Art.  40  of  the  constitu- 
tion, alaw  which,  passing  through  ihe  formalities  of 
three  discussions  in  each  house  of  Congress,  ami 
afterwards  sanctioned,  would  not  only  save  prin- 
ciples, but  would  also  produce  a  salutary  calm  to 
passions  and  sensibilities.  This  did  not  occur,  and 
political  order  at  once  fell  a  profound  shock  from 
acts  and  resolutions  which  imposed  upon  the  only 
one-year  old  constitution  evident  and  early  de- 
cadence. 

Yet  another  resource  was  employed  by  the 
Cliamber  of  Deputies,  as  a  weapon  against  the 
government,  without  consideration  that  the  first 
victim  sacrificed  would  be  the  youthful  {nascentes) 
republican  institutions.  Under  Ihe  pretext  that 
our  financial  position  was  that  of  complete  ruin, 
and  lhat  a  colossal  deficit  was  proven  between 
the  revenue  and  llie  expenditure  the  Chamber, 
disorganized  the  greater  part  of  the  services 
organized,  culling  out  or  suppressing  in  dispen- 
sed e  appropriations  for  the  proper  progress  of 
the    administration.     Not    satisfied  with  thus  em-

I  may  remark  that  in  the  Senate  considerable 
efforts  were  111n.de  by  true  conciliatory  minds,  for

Itt    llie    Holy    See.      Wc  sire  a  Calliotia  nation,  and 

although  we  have  decreed  the  separation  of  Church 
and  State,  nevertheless  a  certain  subordination 
has  not  disappeared,  which  forms  the  unity  o(  the 
church  and  stimulates  with  increasing  power 
conscience  and  faith.  It  was  not  possible, to  secure 
a  majority  in  the  Senate  to  reconsider,  which 
means  the  same  as  the  condemnation  henceforward 
of  Br&gil  to  he  a  country  the  mure  ignore.)  under 
the  republic,  than  under  the  monarchy. 

li  bum  political  considerations  weemeigu  into 
those  of  economy,  here  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  wns  a  constant  cruise  ot  llie 
most  serious  difficulties.  The  magnitude  of  the 
budget  deficit,  entirely  obviated  by  the  simple 
resource  of  cutting  down  expenses  and  increasing 
some  of  the  customs  tariffs,  sufficed  to  show  that 
so  vast  are  our  resources  that  we  need  have  no 
fear.  Moreover  that  the  prosperous  conditions  of 
llie  Treasury  and  the  ampler  means  at  our  desposal 
might  he  assured,  the  government  had  published 
official  documents  by  which  it  proves  not  only 
thnt  it  is  provided  willi  the  necessary  balances  in 
London  [or  all  the  first  half-year  of  the  coming 
fiscal  year  of  1892,  hat,  besides  this,  it  holds  in 
ils  coders  0  net  amount  in  excess  of  one-third 
of  our  revenue. 

And  il  should  be  holed,  ami  I  stale  it  with  great 
satisfaction,  that  the  government  lias  punctually 
met  all  the  engagements  of  the  Treasury,  it  has 
realized  the  expenditures  required  by  the  various 
services  al  the  charge  of  the  administration,  and 
has  vnlliantly  confronted  everything,  although  the 
salaries  of  government  employes  are  doubled,  or 
increased,  the  pension  list  augumented,  and  llns 
without  ever  issuing  paper  money,  or  Treasury 
notes,  without  contracting  loans  at  home  or  abroad, 
with  the  product  of  which  we  might  conceal  a  de- 
ficit, as  was  the  practice  in  former  times. 

Notwithstanding  the  official  confirmation  of  nil 
these  fads,  in  Congress  and  in  various  organs  ol 
tlie  press  opposed  to  the  government,  it  was  in- 
sisled  that  our  position  was,  and  is,  that  ol  bank- 
ruptcy, that  we  have  a  budget  deficit  of  more  than 
two-thirds  of  our  revenue,  by  which  il  was  clearly 
seen  that  if  the  empire  was  Use  deficit,  the  repub- 
lic is  and  will  lie  onerous  debt,  the  devastating 
depreciation  of  public  and  private  wealth;  in  fact, 
the  destruction  o(  ouv  principal  strength— credit. 

II  was  not  enough  to  destioy  the  prosperity  of 
the  Treasury  lor  the  overthrow  of  the  government ; 
il  was  logical  to  invade  commerce,  warn  this  pow- 
erful class  againsi  imaginary  dangers,  to  convince 
il  that  the  banks  of  issue  disturbed  substantially 
the  economic  life  of  the  country  and  of  industries, 
through  the  excess  of  credit  paper  thrown  inlo  cir- 
culation, and,  even  conceding  the  hypothesis  of  an 
equilibrium  between  llie  amount  issued  and  llie 
real  necessities  of  business,  the  said  instrument 
lacked  a  basis  of  metal,  or  of  tides,  to  afford  il 
value.  To  such  a  point  was  this  cairied  that  re- 
course was  had  to  charging  with  malversation  the 
administration  of  our  principal  banking  institution 
issuing  notes  and  debates  were  raised  in  both 
chambers  of  Congress,  which  resulted  in  llie  m  M 
profound  and  depressing  alterations  to  the  public 
credit.  After  the  debates  appeared  projects  of 
a  socialistic  character,  attacking  most  solemn  joint 
contracts,  incomplete  as  to  their  provisions,  imprac- 
ticable as  to  the  calculations  and  conjectures. 

When  die  situation  had  assumed  the  condition  of 
a  social  calamity,  the  Senate  invited  the  govern- 
ment to  express  its  opinion,  and  tendered  ils  legis- 
lative assistance  in  such  measures  as  llie  latter  might 
indicate  to  solve  the  crisis.  The  government, 
fully  persuaded  of  the  really  oppressive  difficulties 
ol  the  situation,  addressed  to  the  Senate  a  long 
and  minute  message  in  which  he  expressed  his 
opinion  on  the  crisis  and  suggested  the  measures 
he  considered  not  only  timely  but  also  not  suscep- 
tible ol  being  postponed.  This  message  closed 
with  a  plan  that  reorganized  commercial  credit, 
protected  national  industry,  proposed  a  revision  of 
the  tariff,  altered  the  system  of  banks  ol  issue, 
opened  the  way  to  inlity  without  neglecting  local 
necessities,  fixed  a  maximum  issue  corresponding 
i.i  die  industrial  agitation  in  the  country,  re-estab- 
lished the  normal  slate  of  specie  circid'alion,  con- 
vening the  deposits  made  by  banks  inlo  govern- 
ment  gold  bonds,  pointed  out  the  expediency  ol 
revising  the  monetary  system  ol  the  counlry  in  ac 
cord  w'iih  the  standard  ai  which  for  many  years, 
save  during  short  intervals,  all  fortunes  have  been 
calculated;  and,  finally,  for  the  purpose  of  retaining 
specie  in  the  counlry  and  rendering  its  circulation 
an  ordinary  facl,  the  government  recommended  the 
lease  of  the  government  railways  mi  terms  ihal 
would  enable  il  to  count  al  once  r.n  a  large  goll 
balance  al  London  so  as  to  be  prepared  to  meei  all 
the  demands  upon  it,  and  to  assist  trade  by  llie  sale 
of  exchange  al  periods  when  usury  is  mosi 
oppressive. 

Il  is  necessary  to  inform  the  nation  thai  this 
plan  was  set  aside  withoul  being  substituted  by  a 
better  one ;  on  die  contrary,  as  the  discussion  of 
the  financial  hill  of  the  Chamber  advanced,  under 
the  impulse  even  of  foreign  intervention  interested 
in  converting  the  crisis  inlo  an  inexhaustible  source 
of  profit,  greater  and  greater  because  of  the  pressure 
of  embarassments  in  every  depart  ment  of  commer- 
cial life.  The  natural  consequence  of  this  is  the 
general  impoverishment,  the  rapid  depreciation  of 
fortunes,  the  oppression  and  sufferings  of  the 
poorer  classes,  trie  immoral  gambling  of  speculator, 
Ule compulsion  placed  upon  the  government  to  force 
it  to  return  to  artificial  measures  in  the  exchange 
market,  everything,  in  short,  that  contribute  to 
hasten  the  denouement  of  llie  crisis.  And  the  gov 
lent  could  neither  act  for  itself  nor   offer'  im- 


d«n  explosion  against  the  valueless  nut  tire  of 
republican  institutions. 

To  this  point  are  matters  tending.  When  filial,, 
cial  and  political  anarchy  arc  Introduced  Into  the 
life  of  a  people,  the  latter  either  becomes  a  factor 
of  its  own  ruin  or  resi-is  by  means  oi  a  revolution, 
turning  for  help  lo  whomsoever  seems  willing  and 
aide  to  save  it. 

Aware  of  Ibis  anomalous  situation,  created  by  the 
legislative  Congress,  the  enemies  of  lite  republic 
tiave  availed  themselves  of  the  difficulties  with 
which  we  are  besel  and  of  the  general  panics  to 
work  without  exposing  themselves  to  detection,  and 
to  hoist  in  the  midst  ol  the  public  clamor  the 
banner  of  monarchical  restoration. 

The  government  lias  Information  that  enables  ii 
to  judge  what  progress  has  been  made  by  these 
machinations  against  the  republic  ;  il  knows  per- 
fectly well  where  lo  find  the  adversaries  who,  con- 
vinced that  they  are  sheltered  by  the  dissensions 
and  anomalies  of  Congress,  audaciously  affront  the 
laws  and  the  authorities, 

Up  to  the  present  moment  I  have  temporised, 
If  in  the  crisis  which  now  involves  the  republic  I 
failed  to  appeal  to  the  Nation,  dissolving,  as  I  mm 
dissolve,  the  present  Congress,  I  should  be  a  traitoi 
to  my  counlry.

Their  weapon  is  ihe  desperation  of  all  classes, 
llie  discredit  of  our  finances. 

The  people  suffer  from  the  excessive  cost  of 
living,  and  want  and  famine  stare  them  m  the  face. 

Trade  and  the  productive  classes  ate  devoured 
by  ominous  syndicates, 

The  greater  the  exuberance  displayed  by  agri- 
culture, so  much  llie  more  does  (rami  sterilise  its 
vital  sap.

Not  a  single  law  establishing  principles  has  been 
voted;  but  on  the  oilier  hand  there  is  the  Jaw  fin 
increasing  the  pay  ol  those  who  voted  il  and  who 
al  the  same  time  have  refused  funds  for  public  im- 
provements on  the  ground  that  the  country  is  on 
the  brink  of  bankruptcy. 

To  avoid  all  these  evils,  I  decide,  as  1  have  said, 
lo  dissolve  an  assembly  from  which  can  only  arise 
slid  greater  misfortunes. 

1  assume  the  responsibility  of  ihe  situation  and 
I  promise  to  govern  by  the  constitution  which 
rules  us. 

I  guarantee  peace,  order  and  the  truth  of  llie 
republican  institutions. 

All  pecuniary  engagements  of  the  stale  will  be 
respected. 

All  acquired  rights,  acis  and  contracts  legally 
celebrated  will  be  respected. 

All  Ihe  tribunals  will  labor  in  llie  execution  of 
ihe  laws  and  for  ihe  satisfaction  of  rights, 

Ihe  laws  in  opposition  lo  llie  general  weal  and 
salety  will  be  altered,  modified  and  revoked. 

The  necessary  refoims  will  be  decreed  and  com- 
pleled,  these  to  remain  dependent  upon  the  ap- 
pioval  of  ihe  future  Congress. 

The  national  army  ami  navy  will  enjoy  all  ihe 
prerogatives  ami  advantages  secured  10  tliein  by 
ihe  laws,  and  such  as  may  be  compatible  with 
relorms  which  I  intend  to  decree  die  heller  lo 
establish  their  high  position  a,  the  principal 
sustaiuers  ol  order  and  of  llie  institutions. 

The  new  Congress  will  be  opportunely  convoked 
by  decree.

On  the  3rd  brokers  advanced 
quotations  by  600  rs.  per  arroba,  and  on  the  next  day  by  t$ooo, 
but  ibis  last  advance  appears  to  have  "choked-off  exporters 
nnd  on  Saturday  800  rs.  of  the  advance  was  taken  off. 
Receipts  show  a  moderate  increase,  throngh  the  entries  coast- 
wiflu.  and  we  have  again  had  a  good  week's  shipments.  If 
no  political  disturbances  interfere,  we  are  certainly  justified  in 
expecting  that  the  receipts  will  show  a  sharp  increase  for  the 
ciineut  week,  although  it  is  possible  thai  the  decline  in  the 
market  will  have  some  effect  on  the  planters.
